Facts Involving Eganites. - 
Briefly, the principal facts which 
involve the Egan gangsters in the 
murder are these: 
_ Renard’s testimony for the 
Government at the mail robbery 
trials, which helped convict the 
Egan gang, included the state- 
ment that he, Tipton and “Diz- 
zy”* Daniels drove from the home 
of Marcus Simonson, known 
as “Max the Tailor,” who 
lived at Fenton, eastward on the 
Gravois road on the night of 
April 3, 1923, in two cars; that 
one of them was the stolen Cad- 
iliac used by the gang in the 
mail robbery and Tipton and 
Daniels were in that car; that he 
(Renard) was alone in his own 
car and ahead of the others; 
that at the city Innits he turned 
back seeking the Cadillac and 
discovered it stopped and sur- 
rounded by a crowd;; that fear- 
ing trouble he returned to the 
city by himself. He did not say 
what became of his companions. 
The Cadillac car abandoned by 
the murderers was found to be 
the property of a St. Louis phy- 
sician from whom it was stolen 
a week before the robbery. It 
carried no license plates when 
abandoned. It answered the de- 
scription of the mail robbers’ 
car given by the driver of the 
mail truck an@ his guard, al- 
though they did not note its 
make. They did, however, take 
the number of the license plates. 
These plates, numbered 189,- 
354, Missouri, 1923, were stolen 
from a Ford car on the same 
day that the Cadillac was stolen.

“It's an Easy Racket.” 

“I told my troubles to Harry 
Filiot,” Cronin said, “and he said, 
“Why don't vou get into my racket. 
selling counterfeit money. It’s an) 
easy racket.”. So I borrowed $200! 
from a friend and bought 180 bills, 
from Elliot for $1 apiece. | 

“Then I met Donovan, and he 
was out of work. I staked him to 
the racket and he gave me $4.50 
for every bill he passed. First I 
gave him five and then 50. In a 
few days he came back with 35 or 
49 and said he was going to quit 
because he was afraid he'd get 
caught. Last Saturday he came 
to me again and asked fer some 
more bills, saying he was broke. 
I gave him a few. I got caught.” 

Elliot said he had known 
Schendzielorzg for 10 years and. 
meeting him last March, was told 
of the counterfeiting. He sold the 
bills to Klepper, expecting a com- 
mission, but wag not paid, de said. 

Schendzielorz has insisted he 
knows nothing of the contraband 
and his wife told police the same 
story. “Someone left that stuff 
there,” the baker asserted. “Roor:.- 
ers come and go at our place.” 

Smugai said that in all about 
300 of the notes were passed. Of 
the total amount printed. $50,900, 
he asserted, about $30,000 worth 
were destroyed by the makers be- 
cause of poor workmanship.

Federal Court Ruled Out Murder. 

That part of Renard’s testimony | 
relating to the Gravois road trip 
was given to establish two facts for 
the prosecution: (1) that some of | 
the defendants were the men who.

that the Cadillac car was the ma-| 
chine used in the mail robbery: (2) 
that their trip to Fenton and re- 
turn was in connection with the 
mail robbery loot. 

The latter point was made by | 
Renard’s testimony tha. on the |

How Murder Was Committed. 

To return to the scene of the 
murder: There were half a dozen 
witnesses to the crime who gave an 
account of it which was printed 
in the newspapers at the _ time.

Renard’s stated reason for going 
with Tipton and Daniels to Max 
Simonson’s place was that Colbeck, 
his boss, ordered him to take them 
where they wanted to go, and that 
he took them in his own car. He 
did not say what reason they gave 
him, if any, for going there, 
whether it was to remove their loot 
from Simonson’s place or to “ditch” 
the telltale Cadillaé car. But he 
did testify that they had not intend- 
ed removing the car until the next 
day. 

Whereabouts of Mail Loot. 

Whether the purpose of their 
visit was in fact to remove the loot 
—since they seemingly did not go 
to Fenton on that occasion to re-

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FIRE AND EXPLOSIONS 
IN LACQUER FACTORY 


Damage to Plant on Singleton 
Street Estimated at 
“$15,000. 


Fire in the factory and ware- 
house of the U. 8. Lacquer & Chem- 
ical Co., 2115 Singleton street, this 
morning, caused damage to the 
building and contents estimated by 
Fire Chief Alt at $15,000 to $20,- 


000. 
Three fire alarms were sounded. 


N. B. Champ, treasurer of the com- 
pany, said he could not estimate 
the loss. The interior of the two- 
story brick building was damaged 
considerably. 

The blaze began about 11 o’clock, 
when a smal! explosion occurred 
in the laboratory, on the second 


floor. Twelve employes in_ the 
building left without difficulty. 
Soon after the fire began tnere 
were several minor explosions, 
seemingly occurring in the stock. 
Flames burst from the upper win- 
dows at first but soon subsided and 
then a large volume of dense, black 
smoke rolled out for some time. 

Flames were extinguished by 
noon, after about 10 streams of 
water were poured into the build- 
ing by firemen. The plant was 
equipped* with an automatic water 
sprinkler system. 

Chief Alt estimated that 40,000 
gallons of gasoline and banana oil, 
the latter an inflammable sub- 
stance, were contained in steel 
drums in the basement. These 
stocks escaped the flames, or there 
might have been a serious explo- 
sion. The drums remained floating 
in the water from the fire hoses. 
Quanities of paints, lacquers and

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EW PROBLEM IN SHIT 
OF CROP PRODUCTION 


Commerce Chamber Report 
Says Machinery Has Made 
Readjustment Necessary. 


— ‘ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 30. — The 
shifting of crops throughout the 
country has produced so many 
problems that the Agriculture! 


Service Department of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce be- 
lieves there is a pressing need for 
a solution. 

The department said, in a report 
today, that the use of mechanized 
equipment has enabled farmers to 
grow crops in areas formerly con- 
sidered unprofitable. Production 
of wheat, cotton and corn, it said, 
has shifted westward from old 
centers in the Eastern states. 

“The speed with which regional 
shifts in crops like cotton and 
wheat have been taking place, and 


the rapidity of the development 
of machine methods in agricultur- 
al production in certain regions,” 
the report said, “are creating se- 
rious problems of readjustment to 
new conditions.” 

It said some older areas were 
unsuited to the newer mechanical 
methods, while others found diffi- 
culty in readjusting themselves to 
new conditions and were losing 
ground in production of certain 
crops. Substitute crops are needed, 
it added, in noting that wheat and 
corn producing areas have shifted 
from the North Atlantic to the 
Middle and far Western states, 
while Texas and Oklahoma were 
rapidly adopting mechanized equip- 
ment that enabled them to in- 
crease cotton production far above 
that of the Southeastern Atlantic 
coastal states.

The reports from various places,

Whatever conclusions the U. &. 
G. A. may reach, after it has 
thoroughly canvassed the whole 
situation, it has not so far advised 
manufacturers of any pending al- 
terations. 

Golt ball makers constantly are 
conducting experiments. At this 
season of the year. also, there is 
generally a manufacturing. full, 
with the current output completed 
and operations for the following 
year put off until October. 


Thus, if any changes in the balls 
specifications are decided on by the 
U. S&S. G. A. in September, there 
will be plenty of time for the man- 
ufacturers to arrange their produc- 
tion accordingly.

While Conservative members 
censured the alleged tolerance of 
abuses in the dole system by the 
Government, a Left wing Laborite 
declared during the debate that 
the measure “took $25,000,000 
from the poor to save the faces of 
income tax payers.” 


BUDGET OUTLOOK SERIOUS, 
SNOWDEN INFORMS COMMONS 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 30. — Chancellor 
Philip Snowden told the House of 
Commons today the outlook for the 
budget next year was very serious, 
unless considerable economies could 
be effected. Great Britain’s bud- 
getary position was more satisfac- 
tory than that of any of the other 
great countries, however, he said, 
and the Government intended to 
take every possible step to balance 
next year’s budget, no matter how 
unpleasant the process may be. 

Nothing could be further from 
the truth, said Snowden, than the 
impression that the budgetary po- 
sition of Great Britain is in a hope- 
less position of bankruptcy. He 
said the war debts were the great- 
est burden to national finance, 
and announced that he had pre- 
pared a plan for a huge conversion 
war loan by which a large saving 
in interest could be effected. He 
hopes to put his plan into operation 
as soon as the money market re- 
covers. 

The Government is seriously con- 
sidering the report of the Economic 
Commission (which is understood 
to have recommended drastic cuts 
in expenditures) and will submit 
its findings to the House when it 
reconvenes in October. 


NO HELP FOR LATIN AMERICA 


U. S. Government Adops a Hands- 
off Policy.

I. C. C. Examirier Makes 
Adverse Report on Plan 
to Construct Bridge at 
Baton Rouge.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Ex- 
aminer Jameson has recommended 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission that it refuse to permit the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad to build 
a bridge over the Mississippi River 
at Baton Rouge, La., thereby pre- 
cluding a possible extension of:the 
main line of the road into New Or- 
leans. 

The State of Louisiana had ad- 
vocated construction of the bridge 
and had made- arrangements to 
bud two automobile roads on it. 
The railroad also hid planned to 
change from one station to anoth- 
er in New Orleans. 

Reviewing the proposal, the ex- 
aminer said: 

“Without reiterating the numer- 
ous features of the plan, it would 
seem on the whole, that these gen- 
eral benefits which might come 
from reduced mileage, extended 
one-line hauls, quicker schedules, 
rearranged terminal facilities at 
New Orleans and a diversity of 
routes are not sufficient in either 
the public sense or in the Missouri 
Pacific interest itself to justify 
the large outlays involved or the 
diversion of traffic from existing 
roads which will evidentlv occur. It 
cannot be assumed that any new 
traffic will be created. 

“The operating forecast of the 
Missourl Pacific was shown to be 
conservative, yet it was admitted 
that freight traffic representing at 
least $2,000,000 a year in gross rev- 
enue would be taken from the Ii- 
linois Central. Particularly when 
the terms and conditions of effect- 
ing this extension of the Missourl 
Pacific operation are considered, a 
finding in favor of the applicants 
is seen to be unjustifiable.” 

The Missouri Pacific now oper- 
ates into New Orleans over the 
Yazoo & Mississippi Valley, con- 
trolled by the Illinois Central. The 
Missouri Pacific is not permitted to 
solicit traffic on the line between 
Baton Rouge and New Orleans. 

The examiner said the proposed 
bridge did not have approval of the 
War Department.

Norway, July 29.—(By Radio.)— 
Except for slight trouble from our 
exhaust valves leaking—now reme- 
died—the Nautilus made a splendid 
run today, the second day out of 
Devonport on the second prelimi- 
nary stage of our voyage to the 
North Pole. We hope to reach 
Bergen Saturday. 

We passed Dover at 9 a. m., 
Greenwich mean time. Dover's 
white cliffs stood out boldly two 
miles away, and we could see the 
coast of France on our other side. 

The weather has been clear and 


exceptionally calm since we left 
Devonport yesterday, but it is 
blowing up tonight. At 6 p. m. the 
bright sunshine left us and it is 
now misty with rain at times. 
We averaged 12 knots in the calm 


sea, but the Nautilus slowed up as 


the sea got higher. 

The. total distance covered at 
nightfall from Eddystone Light 
was 300 miles, All our crew is 
busy with one thing or another. 
We do not expect to submerge un- 
tiL reaching Bergen, although with 
the 14 cylinders of oxygen and 
3000 pounds of lime aboard, we 
could. remain under the water for 
four days if it were found neces- 
sary.

The annual Institute of Politics, since its fnaugu- 
ration at Williams College in 1921, been a not- 
‘able forum for discussion of the world’s current prob- 
lems by qualified delegates from many nations. This 
year the conference takes on particular timeliness, 
for it will be devoted to world economic planzing. 
No more important subject is before the modern - 
world. The universal urge today is for an orderly 
economic system to supplant the chaos of unregulated 
industrialism which has had so much to do with the 
present depression. 3 

As in past, the Williamstown Institute will bring 
expressions from many viewpoints. Newton D. Baker 
will open the conference with an address today. Mal- 
colm C. Rorty, New York engineer-economist, and 
Prof. Theodore E. Gregory, of the London School of 
Economics, will present expositions of the capitalist 
system. Prof. Luigi Vallari, University of Rome, will 
explain the economics of Fascism. Prof. Herbert von 
Beckerath of Bonn University will describe Germany’s 
economic policies, and M. Le Neveu of Paris will do 
the same for France! In addition, there will be Brit- 
ish, Canadian and several American spokesmen. No 
Russian is on the program, but Communism’s plan- 
ning system will be interpreted by Dr. George.

Should Workers Save or Spend? 


Past extravagance, we are now told, has put workers in their present plight; thrift is 
prescribed to see them through depressions; yet during recent boom they were 
urged to spend; many families now have exhausted savings, reducing them to level 
of the thriftless; neither expedient is sound substitute for unemployment insurance.

ERMONS on saving are the order of the 

day. Extravagance, we are reliably in- 

formed, put us where we are. We have 
also been enlightened by repeated assertions 
that if people, especially the wage earners, 
had but saved their money when times were 
good, our present difficulties would not be 
so great. Working class families, had they 
been thrifty, had they not spent their money 
like the proverbial drunken sailer, would 
not now—So it is claimed—find themselves 
so desperately pinched. 

Over against such talk stands an objec- 
tive fact: the savings of numberiess fam- 
ilies have been wiped out by unemployment. 
The most cursory dip into the current liter- 
ature on unemployment finds demonstration 
of that fact. Dr. Walker, reporting to the 
American Association for Labor Legislation, 
quotes the secretary of the Welfare Asso- 
ciation at Fall River, Mass., as stating: 
is generally believed many families in the 
community are living on savings intended 
for old age.” Miss Walker goes on to re- 
mark that relief organizations throughout 
the country were similarly unanimous in 
their opinions that the jobless had used up 
all their savings before applying for aid. In 
some instances, families had sacrificed sav- 
ings accumulated over periods ranging from 
five to 15 years; in their stead they faced 
a staggering burden of debt for the future. 

Somehow the assertion of the spokesman 
for one of the employers’ associations, that 
“the hundreds of thousands of ose defi- 
nitely reported as being out of jobs are for 
the most part those who were caught with- 
out savings accounts or surpluses in any 
form to carry them through the storm,” 
seems to lack conviction. Another remarks 
his inability to “conceive of security of an 
enduring character apart from the practice 
of thrift and energetic exercise of individual 
responsibility.”"” Yet just where are we, so- 
cially speaking, when those whose conduct 
meets these very specifications find them- 
selves seeking charity?

Back there in the heyday of the New Era, 
American business was prociaiming from 
the housetops that everyone should spend. 
The New Era was affirmed to be based en- 
tirely on continued spending. Installment 
sales were well-nigh apotheosized: spend- 
ing-it-before-you-had-it was halied as an act 
of the highest economic merit, if, indeed, 
it did not rate as true patriotism. Mass 
production, mass spending and mass credit 
were heid out as the foundation stones of 
a new and depressioniess industria] civili- 
zation. Even in the midst of eur despair, 
“spend now” campaigns are foisted upon us 
as one way out of the economic morass. 

However, when the shoe goes on the oth- 
er foot and unemployment compensation 
dimly appears as a possibility in the offing, 
thrift for the working classes promptly be- 
comes that virtue which is proclaimed as 
desirable above all others. One wenders! 
Apparently so far as what the wage earner 
does with his dollar is concerned, he is 
damned if he does and more than damned 
if he does not. 

Indeed, one or two first-class economists 
have joined the thrift contingent and seem 
elearlty to imply that failure to save has 
been both cause and consequence of our 
wides distress. Prof. Carver of Har- 
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vard has declared that “if everyone saved 
at least 10 per cent of his earnings, a period 
of unemployment would have no terror; we 
would go on living in our usual manner un- 
til things picked up again.” George Roberts 
of the Nationa] City Bank of New York has 
said, “There is one means of protection 
within the command of every individual. 
If each will so manage his own affairs as to 
accumulate in prosperity a safety fund that 
will carry himself and those dependent up- 
on him through the period of reaction which 
may affect his earnings, he will not only 
protect himself and them but do his part 
toward giving stability to the entire system.” 

But the problem does not center about 
what people ought to do. As a theoretical 
proposition such advice may be truly wise: 
the practical issue is: What are wage earn- 
ers as a class actually able to do? 


Is a 10 per cent reserve “within the com- 
mand of every individual’? And, calculated 
on the basis of wage earners’ incomes in 
general, would even such a 10 per cent re- 
serve be so sufficient that “periods of un- 
employment would have no terror” for 
them? If it be true that the average wage 
in the United States, reckoning in the loss 
due to unemployment, in 1927 was $23 a 
week, a very trifling calculation in demes- 
tie arithmetic will afford answers. 

Hence between these “spend for prdésper- 
ity” and “save up for depression” formulae, 
we are caught on the horns of a dilemma. 

We are hearing—and we shall hear a 
great deal more than we have now heard— 
about the menace of the dole. Any pro- 
posal, however moderate, for unemploy- 
ment insurance or compensation is sure to 
be countered by an argument for thrift. 
Yet I venture to predict with respect to 
these wage earners who resisted the sales 
methods of the New Era and whese sav- 
ings have failed te carry them through its 
aftermath, we shall hear precious little. 

Should the savings of thrifty families— 
which represent their ambitions as well! as 
their calamity reserves—be completely ab- 
sorbed in the process of getting them 
through a iqng period of cyclical unemploy- 
ment? This is a knotty question. Ne cate.
